subject of debate, 


The spoaker who opened the debate 


said be hud figured the oost of plowing, 
dragging, cultivating, harvesting and 
rent of ground, (or interest on valua- 
tion of land) and would not put the 
com at lens that 810 an acre ; he fig- 
ured tho average yield per aoro'st 40 
buntieli, wliioli tfould muko llio "not cost 
25 uoiiln a bushel put in the urib, BO 
that thu grower would have to tell 
above that figure to geouro any profit 
•t all. 


Another moinbor did not tbink oorn 


oould be put in the urib for 25'oonts ; 
thought it would cost nearer.$0 cents 
than 25, and ulsosaid the average yield 
would cut go OVCT 25 bushels to tho 
aoro,

One ol thv speakers thought thut tho 


first Itatuuionls wade hud put tbu rent 
ot injktrost on the land to a high figure; 
he thought oorn oould bo produced for 
25 oenrs per buihel, but not lor an; 
less. 
He thought ooc-ifth of the oorn 


railed was injured by over-cultivation. 
Ue believed lour time* cultivating am- 
ple, and the first time the shovels 
should be run close to tho rows; if 
vround ii mellow run shallow ; hilf the 
labor ahould be done before the oorn is 
in sight. 


Another member stated thai he never 


had exceeded 40 busLoli to the acre as 
an average for a crop, and that on the 
bout of land and under the'moat favor- 
able conditions. Land in this vicinity 
should be worth $5 an acre for rent, in 
other loealitioi wore distant from mar- 
ket, leas. It takes »spry busker to get 
through 40 bushels a day, arid a very 
good furnior to make 40 bushels to tho 
aoro.
